eight, white bugs — all these, bbvb 
the Stute Came Warden of Ten- 
nessee, have been found in the 
stomach of a common qoail. 

"What would that bird and 
its mate have been worth to 
you?" he asks, "if they had rear- 
ed their little brood on your 
farm!" 

The interesting and appalling 
menu shows that the birds pro- 
tect not only crops and orchard?, 
but also the health of men and 
animals- Many of the insects 
they destroy are carriers of di 
seas?. A bull bat, we are told, 
will devour h thousand 'mosqui- 
toes iu oue twilight; giveu due 
safety aud encouragement, a 
family of boll bats should suffice 
to free any neighborhood of moss 
quitoes and prevent many cases 
of illness as well as incalculable 
discomfort. 

Commenting upon the Ten- 
nessee game warden's statement, 
the Uourier-Journal;well observes 
thai too many farravg look upon 
birds "either with indifference 
or with enmity." A bird which 
now and than grabes a grain of 
corn or wheat, a berry or a cher- 
ry is regarded as a chronic ma- 
rauder, whereas he pays in ser- 
vice many times over for all that 
he gets- In fact, be is a reliable 
every-c'a/ farm hand, working 
seven days in the week, rain or 
shine, and taking no half holi- 
days. The birds are busy with 
the break of dawn, and some- 
times they work far into the 
night. They deserve protection 
for the good they do. There are 
thousands qf farmers who need 
to look at the bird question from 
a new view point. 

In most Southern States the 
last few years have witnessed a 
popular awakening to the value 
of insect destroying birds and 
the importance of protecting 
tbem. The means to this end 
that are already in 'force should 
be upheld and encouraged by 
everyone, particular by the farm- 
ers, who are so closely indebted 
to birds. ___

Striking Parallel Between Conditlona 
To-day and Those Which Existed In 
1894 — Republican Party Stands Unrl- 
vailed as ths Progressive Party of 
America — Democratic Pledges Are 
Not Kept. 

Speaking to a large and enthusiastic 
audience In the Masonic Theater In 
Louisville, Mr. Fairbanks said In psrt: 
The campaign In 1 which we are en- 
gaged Is merely preliminary to the 
great national campaign tvro yeara 
hence.- Republican victory now will 
have very special significance and will 
make easier the next great contest 
for national supremacy. 

Our demoralized business conditions 
which existed before the European 
war are appealing everywhere for the 
triumph of the Republican cause. This 
la merely a repetition of history not 
many years ago. We find a striking 
parallel between conditions to-day and 
those which existed In 1894. 

We find to-day everywhere among 
wage earners and capitalists a thor- 
ough determination to end the present 
uncertainty and to strike down the pol- 
icies Inaugurated by the Democratic 
party which have produced hard times, 
curtailed the pay roll and generally 
onset tied business- 

The Republican party stands un- 
rivalled as the progressive party of 
America. Throughout Its whole ca- 
reer it has been constructive and in 
the best sense progressive. 

It has never been moved to rash 
ness by the hysteria of the hour, nor 
has It tailed to grapple with the most 
difficult problems which lay in our 
pathway. Ita administration of public 
affaire has been characterized by san- 
ity of judgment and by auccess. 

Industrial competition between na- 
tions is chiefly a competition between 
wages paid. Thoae nations paying the 
lowest wage would bring our wages 
to practically their low level were It 
not for the Republican system of pro- 
tection. We do not claim that Re- 
publican tariff laws are absolutely 
flawless; we insist, however, that they 
are more nearly perfect than Demo- 
cratic Free Trade. - 

Fortunately, In comparing Republic- 
an and Democratic tariffs we are not 
left to mere guess work or unsupport- 
ed asaertlon; abundant experience has 
shown the beneficial effects of the for- 
mer and the Injurious results of the 
latter.

We may 
search in vain tor Its fulfillment; for 
the present Congress holds the record 
of large appropriations. It has appro- 
priated, or will appropriate, more than 
1100,000.000 In excesa of the preceding 
Congress. And were it not for the 
sharp Republican opposition which 
the administration encountered in 
both branches of Congress the appro- 
priations would have been much larger 
than they have been in many millions 
of dollars. We have to thank the Re 
publican minority and uot the Demo- 
cratic party for such limitation upon 
expenditures as has b~n made. The 
exigenclea of the campaign alone re- 
atralued the latter from making fur- 
ther unjustifiable raids upou the pub- 
l.c treasury. 

Congress Is working overtime In aa 
earnest effort to raise 1100,000,000 an- 
nually by Increasing taxes here snd 
there snd by searching tor now sub- 
Jtctis of taxation.

law with a prodigal hand put 
articles on the free list and reduced 
the duty on others our foreign com- 
petitor*, being men of keen commer- 
cial Instinct, added to the cost of their 
goods the smount of the concession, so 
that while we have loat millions of 
revenue, our consumers have not 
benefited, the lost revenue has simply 
gtne Into the pockets of our competi- 
tors in other landa. 



NATION IN SMALL HANDS 



Critically surveying the work of the

(utlons snd destructive or good govern- 
ment, snd constitutes a denial of thst 
recognition of responsibility to the 
voters which Is essential In a republic 
The Senators and Representatives 
snd party leaders who promised tolls 
extemptlon for American coastwise 
ships through the Psnsma Canal and 
then voted to tax them with tolls 
abandoned the Democratic platform. 

The Senators and Representstlves 
who promised to revise the tariff so 
ss to reduce the high costs of living 
to the people of the United States 
have not rendered those costs and 
hsve failed to fulfil their promises to 
the people. 
The Baltimore platform ssld: 
"The constitutional rights or Amer- 
ican citizens should protect them on 
our borders aad go with them through- 
out the world, sad every American 
cltlxen residing or having property in 
sny foreign country to entitled to snd 
must be given the rail protection of 
the United States Government, both 
tor himself snd his property." 

American citizens for two years have 
been killed or maimed along the Texas 
border snd on the boundary lines or 
New Mexico and Arizona. Their con- 
stitutional rights are "no protection 
from the guns of Mexican bandits. 

The American refugees at Tamplco 
last April were rescued by the gallant 
Captain and brave crew of the German 
cruiser Dresden, while our own ves- 
sels lolled In the gulf 16 miles sway.. 

The American refugees at Manxanil- 
la, robbed. Insulted, spat upon by Mex- 
ican mobs, found refuge upon a Ger- 
man coolie ship, Just arrived from 
Hongkong, and were carried safely to 
San Diego by Its Captain while Amer- 
ican cruisers, within 18 hours run, 
were lying Idle at Masatlan. 

All this wss not la accordance or 
in harmony wtth the declaration or 
the Baltimore platform, and this neg- 
lect of American men. women and 
children was not the fault or our gal- 
lant soldiers or sailors. 

Rural credits were promised the 
people in the BalUmore platform, snd 
the people or the agricultural districts 
of the South, the North, the West and 
the East know that promise has not 
been kept. 

The Bsltlmor* platform declared for 
a tariff for revenue, and within twelve 
months nfter the passage or the new 
law the country to told that war taxes 
la a time or profound peace are neces 
ssry to cover the expenditures or the 
govern ment. 

The Baltimore platform contains no 
authority for war taxes. 

Tbe Republican psrty never levied 
war taxes on people la time of peace. 

Heretofore Republicans had a mo- 
nopoly of levying war taxes, but when 
they did levy them it waa to cover 
war expenses. 

The Baltimore platform was right, 
the party was right in Its declarations, 
the country waa right In Its spprovsl 
of the platform, and those Senators 
snd Congressmen who have been 
raltbrul to tbe platform and to Its 
pledges to the people should be re- 
elected.

The editorial 
columns of the Louisville Courier- 
Journal sad Times are noticebly bar- 
ren of sny reference te the Democratic 
candidates, and the Cincinnati in- 
quirer is openly denouncing both the 
tariff law and war tax measures as de- 
structive legislation, and demanding 
their repeal. 



Much Optimism Prevails Among Re- 
publicans In Regard te the Political 
Complexion of the Houss of Repre- 
sentstlves to Be Elected This Pall. 

In well Informed Republlcaa circles 
much optimism prevails in retard to 
the political complexion of the House 
of Representatives to be elected this 
fall. Eighteen months of Democratic 
rule, resulting In widespread industrial 
depression snd much higher cost of 
living, have sroused the voters to the 
necessity of attention to tha business 
of government and they are turning 
with confidence to that party whose 
fitness to govern has bees demon- 
strated throughout the mora than fifty 
years of existence. 

Another feature assuring Republican 
success is the practical disappearance 
of the Progressives as a party organ- 
ization. The results ef the 1*13 elec- 
tions showed clearly that those Re- 
publicans who supported Roosevelt la 
1912 were Progressives for a season 
only and had no Intention of perma- 
nently separating themselves from the 
Republican party, and the primaries 
snd registrations or 1*14 Indicate that 
tbe movement has almost entirely col- 
lapsed. 

A few Instances will illustrate the 
rapid decline snd the aew practical 
disappearance of the Progressive 

party- In 1912 Tsft polled In Ken- 
tucky 116,(13 votes and Roosevelt 
102,766. At the November election. 
1913, the Republicans polled 126.000 
and the Progressives polled 36,00*,' the 
greater part of which were polled In 
the city or Louisville. la the mayoralty 
contest. This Isrge vote In Louisville 
to not to be taken, however, as a proper 
register or Progressive strength. 
The Republicans made no fight for the 
municipal offices and several thousand 
Republicans and Independents voted 
for the Progressive nominees because 
they were the only candidates waging 
an active warfare on tbe Democratic 
ticket. 

In the August, 1914, primary, the Re- 
publican candidates for United States 
Senator polled 60,323 votes aad the 
Progressive only 3,968, and the recent 
registration figures show thst outside 
or the olty of Louisville they have 
practically disappeared, registering 
less than a thousand rotas out la tbe 
stats. 

Kentucky will certainly elect three 
and possibly five Republlcaa numbers 
of the aext House.
